2. The only Soviet organization active in TienUin is the Soviet Citizens Aasocia- 
tion (SCA). Almost all local Soviets*® bei ng to it, primarily for eecurity 
against Communist and police pressure, Alt' nigh membership fees are supposed 
to be uniform, in practice they vary. Several nswcomsrs from Harbin were ad- 
Bdtted with m initiation fee equivalent to U.S. $5.00, but another Harbin ar- 
rival was char god the equivalent of US $130 upon joining and was told that the 
money would go into a fund for the poor. 

3. Through the SCA the Soviet consulate contrc/s both the political and the social 
life of Soviets in Tientsin. The most important local Soviet in Tientsin, 
other than official Soviet government representatives, is the SCA president, 
Sadikoveki,*** He Is also the editor and publisher of the Russian-language 
daily newspaper Bovove Slovo. which is in e ery respect an official organ ’of 
the Soviet consulate. This paper, unlike »ae Communist publications, accents 
classified and other advertisement e. 

4. The Soviet consulate remains in its old location, end the number of its per* 
sonnel has not increased noticeably in 1951. The Soviet consul general is 
Matveyev, a man between 40 and 46 years old) the oacretazy the consulate 
general Is Oavrilin, about 35. 

5. An increase in the number of Soviet official, personnel fro® the USSR outsido 
the consulate Is noticeable, however, especially in trains from Tientsin to 
Peiping. These consist of both troops and civilians. Moat of the Soviet 
civilians are employees of the Tientsin brasch of Torgpredatvo, which has its 
main offices in Tientsin. The troops have t*eir own meases and bakeries; one 
bakery, in a Tientsin suburb, produces bread .'or about 2,000 personnel dal ly. 
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6© iiOoi?! Soviets who wish to leave Tientsin must be in possession oi a vtu*d Sov- 
iet residence certificate,**** and the Chinese authorities will not permit 
them to leave unless they are members of the SCA. Papers can he cleared also 
through thr local off! cr of the International Refugee Crg^l ?r.tt ors f ) wh* oh 
is headed by Victor Sc Bazeos,***** a Greek; it is at 151 Ghiah Fang Pei Lu.
